years ago, it was quite difficult to make people 
believe it constituted anything but an imagin- 
ary threat. It is different today. The United 
Nations is a going concern—on our money— 
and its power and influence is being rapidly 
extended from day to day. Its ultimate goal, 
according to its promoters, is world govern- 
ment in every important sense of the word. 

Even though it is not openly declared as 
such, the world government issue is the main 
issue in the coming national election. It will 
be a miracle if the conservative elenients in 
the Republican Party are able to prevent the 
nomination of an international New Dealer on 
the Republican ticket. As we have pointed 
out before, the international campaign for 
world government, has gathered its. followers 
from both the Republican and Democratic 
Parties since its progapanda was directed at 
all professions, creeds and parties. Eleven 
years ago it was able to secure the nomination 
of Wendell L. Willkie on the Republican ticket 
even though he had previously been described 
as a “life-long Democrat without a record for 
vote getting” and “a former Socialist who has 
~ gone big business.” 

The world government proponents have 
been so successful in infiltrating both major 
political parties that we are apt to participate 
in another national election campaign in which 
the only difference between them will be the 
party labels.

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international political sovereignty, is only in- 
cidental and is acceptable because it is a neces- 
sary feature in what to them is the most im- 
portant part of the program. 

The dominant powers ‘behind the world gov- 
ernment promotion are mainly interested in its 
economic ‘aspects. The political implications 
appeal to the reformers and the pacifists whose 
zeal furnishes the crusaders from among the 
ranks of the common people and whose sin- 
cerity and integrity cannot be questioned. This 
does not necessarily mean that the sincerity of 
those primarily interested in the economic 
phase can always be doubted; They: just hap- 
pen to live in a different world frem the rest 
of us in that their imterests and perspectives 
are international. This makes it easy for them 
to accept the claim that the world would be 
better off if the production, processing and dis- 
tribution of all foods and raw materials could 
be planned on a world-wide scale through a 
closely integrated one-warld economy. 

They all assume that international, collectiv- 
ism—for different reasons which are not all 
held in common by them all, is the answer to 
the world’s troubles. 

ON COMMON GROUND 

When: we get to the economic goals of the 
the realm of world planning in which they can 
all meet on common ground. The drawing- 
room socialists, the communists revolutionists 
and the international industrial tycoons can all 
agree on a common objective even though they 
might differ on the method of reaching it and 
its use after once becoming established. 

~ For instance, without going into a detailed 
-~nterpretation of Marxism note that one of the 


seee@arly editions of Webster’s Unabridged Dic- 
ewntionary defines communism as: 


“Communism, .. . The reorganizing of 
society, or the doctrine that it should be 
reorganized, by regulating property, indus-

-<- ©f course there is more to it but one of the 


main factors is the “reorganizing of society” 
through regulation. This is in connection with 
communism. What about something a little 
milder, like socialism? 

According to the 1920 “Lusk Report” which 
consists of four large volumes compiled by a 
Special Committee of the New York Legisla- 
ture on “Revolutionary Radicalism”: 

“Socialism in its exact and scientific 
sense is based on certain definite princi- 
ples, and not on various states of mind. It 
has a theory of both industrial, and poli- 
tical society that involves a radieal recon- 
struction of the present world, making its 
political subordinate to its econemic or in- 
dustrial organization. ...” (Frem p.44, Vol. 

1, underlining added). . , 

According to Funk & Wagnalls dictionary, 
“revolution” is defined as “extensive or radi- 

cal change in governmental, social or other 
conditions, relations, metheds or ideas, er the 
means by which it is accomplished.” While the 
definition is not confined to a description of 
economic changes alone, it must be remem- 
bered that you. cannot completely revise the 
economic system without affecting a corre- 
sponding change in government and social re- 
lations. 

What about the international industrialist 
to whom we referred on the last page as also 
having so much in common with the drawing 
room socialist as well as with the commun- 
ist? We discussed this once before some ten 
years ago in a two-bulletin series entitled “Re- 
volution and the World State.” Without both- 
ering to use quotes, some of the material will 
be repeated. Even though you read it then, 
the chances are that you will not have re- 
membered too much of it for the past ten years. 

One does not usually think of practical mind- 
ed business men as revolutionists but it just 
happens that there are certain types of inter- 
national business men who are contemplating 

both the economic reorganization and a world 
state. With them it is strictly a business pro-

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Before these huge banks of flowers, in 


which were concealed tommy guns with 
live ammunition, the muzzles pointing at 
his vest buttons, Uncle Sam stood’ up and 
took vows that made him the lawful spouse 
of Miss United Nations.

concerned with the main idea—peace—and 
gave little thought to the details of the San 
Francisco proceeding. 

To oil the machinery for this mass attack 
upon the orderly procedure of the affairs of 
this nation, shiploads of wine, rum, brandy, 
cognac, vodka and bourbon were brought to 
the assembly hall, and perhaps had some 
effect upon the lurid stories that went out 
praising the beauty of the bride.

Her pearly teeth repose in a 
glass of detergent, while without them her 
cheeks, also now devoid of rouge, look like 
flapjacks cooked on a cold stove> The family 
bible is open atop the coffee table, and is 
stained with beer and wine. Empty bottles 
are underfoot with empty cosmetie jars, and 
the rug is a beautiful hash brown with 
stains of rum and brandy. 

Uncle Sam’s heart is big. Perhaps it can 
embrace the whole world. But it appears 
that he over-estimated the size of his purse. 
Already, mainly on the account of this ill- 
advised union, his debts are such that ‘every 
citizen owes about $7,000, while the aver- 
age yearly income of all citizens is but a 
percentage of that sum. And yet we have 
hundreds of citizens who should be at. home

The Roman general fought for 
Rome and for Rome alone, and made the 
banners of Rome respected because he low- 
ered it for no other. 

The sole accomplishment of United Na- 
tions,--maintained. at.so great a cost, has 
been to involve us in a police action that is 
costing us still more money. It is a sacrilege 
to speak of the lives of our boys in the same 
paragraph—but they are dead. They are 
crippled and maimed. And we have repaid 
them for their efforts with compromise 
after compromise. A compromise with 
avowed and_ determined enemies is not 
compromise, It is rather a surrender, ab- 
ject and ignominious.

Davenport who was the campaign manager 
picked to ride herd on Wendell L. Willkie in 
the latter’s 1940 presidental campaign, is chair- 
man of its board of directors. In this particular 
issue was an éditorial entitled “The Future of 
U. S. Foreign Policy” and underneath the title 
was. a caption which read: “TO ESCAPE THE 
BASI€ CONFLICT IN MODERN SOCIETY 
WE MUST ADOPT A REVOLUTIONARY 
PRINCIPLE.” This was a socialist premise 
re-stated, ‘ 
What is this “basic conflict” to which the 
editorial in the Time-Life-Fortune axis 
referred? Reading further in the editorial we 
learn that the “basic conduct” was interpreted 
for the readers of the editorial by quoting an 
excerpt from Prof. J. B. Condliffe’s book “The 
Reconstruction of World Trade.” Here is the 
excerpt from Condiffe which was quoted in 


the editorial; read it very .carefully: 


Industrialism and Nationalism are in sharp 


conflict. Economic activity more and more: 


transcends national boundaries. State reg-.... 
ulation penetrates more and more pro- 
foundly into every aspect of economic life. 
The conflict between these two opposing 
tendencies might well be dramatized as 
the resistance opposed by sovereign states 
to the creation of a world economic order. 
...” (From pages 16-7 of the book found 
on page 54 of thé-May, 1941 issue of “For- 
tune.” 


Could anything be plainer? The big trouble 
today, we are told is that the nations, by striv- 
ing to hang on to their own national entities, 
are interferring with the “creation of a world 
economic order.” That is what the communists 
are complaining about, also. It is also the 
great sorrow of the drawing room socialists 
who realize that world planning cannot suc- 
ceed until the United States, the world’s great- 


est producer, is deprived of its national sov- - 


ereignity, Remember the definitions of social- 
ism and communism on, the preceding page. 
That explains the drive on isolationism and 
the isolationist. 

It also explains what the real issue has been 
in the realm of foreign policy and what the 
Republican Party is up against in this coming 
election in trying to get out from under the 
control of the eastern internationalist who by 
now is almost in full control of both major 
political parties.

The answer to this apparent anomaly is 
simply that Communism (and its preceding 
phase Socialism) are not anti-Capitalist at 
all. All that happens is that the Jews take 
away all the wealth from the Gentiles by 
Nationalization or by State Decrees (the 
economic conscription of Baruch in the 
U.S.A. for example) on the pretence of giv- 
ing it out to the workers, but actually they 
keep it for themselves.

Former Ambassador Admits 
New Bourgeoisie Are Jews 


(Mr. Theodor Butenko, Soviet diplomat 


to Rumania who fied to Italy on being re- 
called to the “Workers’ Paradise” admitted 
this openly in an article in the GIORNALE. 
D'ITALIA in its issue of 17th February, 
1938, as follows: 

“The Bolsheviks had promised to give the 
workers the industries, mines, etc., and to 
make them ‘masters of the country.’ In 
reality, never has the working class suf- 
fered such privations as those brought 
about by the so-called epoch of ‘socializa- 
tion.’ In place of the former capitalists a 
new ‘bourgeoisie’ has been formed, com- 
posed of 100 per cent Jews. Only an in- 
significant number of former Jewish cap- 
italists left Russia after the storm of the 
Revolution. All the other Jews residing in 
Russia enjoy the special protection of Stal- 
in’s most intimate adviser—the Jew, Lazare 


Kaganovitch. All the big industries and ~ 


factories, war products, railways, big and 
small trading, are virtually and effectively 
in the hands of Jews, while the working 
class figures only in the abstract as the 
‘Patroness of economy.’ The wives and 
families of Jews possess luxurious cars and 
country houses, spend the summer in the 
best climatic or bathing resorts in the 
Crimea and Caucasus, are dressed in costly 
Astrakhan coats; they wear jewels .. . gold 
bracelets and rings, send to Paris for their 
clothes and articles of luxury. Meanwhile 
the laborer, deluded by the Revolution, 
drags on a famished existence.” 
Rakosi—Dictator of Hungary 
Rakosi, Jew Communist Dictator of Hun- 
gary, in a violent attack on the Hungarian 
working-class for slackness of May 3lst, 
1949 confirmed in effect that Communism 
was a confidence trick whereby Jews ac- 
quired the nation’s wealth by pretending to 


nationalize it for the workers in the follow- 


ing words (reported in the London TIMES 
of 3rd June, 1949): 

“Some workers still believed that Social- 
ism (the regime in all Communist coun- 
tries including Russia—Nationalist Informa- 
tion Bureau) implied ‘some sort of primi- 
tive equality,’ and expected the shares in 
factories taken over and divided among 
themselves.” 

(Yet before the Red Army put him into 
power in- Hungary, Rakosi’ had for 
years been telling the Hungarian workers 
that he would make everything equal under 
Communism and take away the shares from 
the wicked factory owners and give them 
to the workers). 

London Daily Telegraph 

The London DAILY TELEGRAPH of 
February 26th, 1951, reported: 

“Slansky, Secretary-General of the Com- 
munist ‘Party (in Czech-slovakia), in the 
course of a pep talk to factory foremen, 
told them they must tighten .up discipline 
and increase production at all costs. ‘Make 
them (the workers) work’ he said, ‘Make 
them produce’”. Who for, thé Workers may 
well ask? Jews like Slansky?

All that happens. under Communism is

I just came-back from Europe. The peo- 

ple there believe strange things about us.

ness- is _permeated with Jews. We are 
watehing our white race being sold out by 
the Jews.

What form of administrative rule can. be 
given to communities in which corruption 
has penetrated everywhere, communities 
where riches are attained only by the 
clever surprise tactics of semi-swindling 
tricks; where kooseness reigns; where mor- 
ality is maintained by penal measures and 
harsh laws but not by voluntarily accepted 
principles; where the feelings toward faith 
and country are obliterated by cosmopoli- 
tan convictions? What form of rule is to 
be given to these communities if not that 
despotism. which I shall describe to you 
later?

The holy unction of the Lord’s 
Anointed has fallen from the heads of kings 
in the eye of the people, and when we also 
robbed ‘them of their faith in God the 
might of power was flung upon the streets 
into the place of public proprietorship and ° 
was seized-by us. 

We Will Direct Goyim by Clever Verbiage 

Moreover, the art of directing masses and_ 
individuals by means of cleverly manipu- 
lated theory and verbiage, by regulations of 
life in common and all sorts of other quirks, 
in all which the Goyim understand noth- 
ing, belongs likewise to the specialists of 
our administrative brain. Reared on analy- 
sis, observation, on delicacies of fine cal- 
culation, in this species of skill we have no 
rivals, any more than we have either in the 
drawing up of plans of political actions and 
solidarity. 

We Have Fostered Race Hatred

this danger we are secured by the discord 
existing among them whose roots are so 
deeply seated that they can never now be 
plucked up..

That The Best Thing Is To Have No Opin- 
ion Of Any Kind In Matters Political, which 
it is not given to the public to understand, 
because they are understood only by him 
who guides the public. This is the first 
secret. . 
We Must Destroy The Initiative of Goyims 

The second secret requisite for the suc- 
cess of our government is comprised in the 
following: To multiply to such an extent 
national failings, habits, passions, conditions 
of civil life, that it will be impossible for 
anyone to know where he is in the result- 
ing chaos, so that the people in consequence 
will fail to understand one another. This 
measure will also serve us in another way, 
namely, to sow discord in all parties, to dis- 
locate all collective forces which are still 
unwilling to submit to us, and to discour- 
age any kind of personal initiative which 
might in any degree hinder our affair. There 
Is Nothing More Dangerous Than Personal 
Initiative: if it has genius behind it, such 
initiative can do more than can be done by 
millions of people among whom we have 
sown discord. We must so direct the edu- 
cation of the Goyim communities that 
whenever they come upon a matter requir- 
ing initiative they may drop their hands in 
despairing impotence. The strain which re- 
sults from freedom of action saps the forces 
when it meets with the freedom of another. 
From: this collision arises grave moral 
shocks, disenchantments, failures. By All 
These Means We Shall So Wear Down The 
Goyim That They Will Be Compelled To 
Offer Us International Power Of A Nature 
That By Its Position Will Enable Us With- 
out Ahy Violence -Gradually To Absorb All 
The State Forces Of The World And. Te 
Form A Super-Government. In place of the 
rulers of today we shall set up a bogey 
which will be called the Super-Government 
Administration.
